During  the  past  two  years  Alabama  College  has  been  engaged  in  the  greatest  building  pro- 
gram in  the  school's  history.  The  addition  of  new  buildings,  new  equipment,  and  the  remod- 
eling of  existing  buildings  have  lifted  the  College  into  the  ranks  of  the  country's  finest  state- 
supported  institutions  for  women.  Among  the  principal  additions  are  Braxton  Bragg  Comer 
Hall  and  Julia  Strudwick  Tutwiler  Hall.  Besides  classrooms  and  faculty  offices.  Comer  Hall 
houses  the  broadcasting  studios  for  College  radio  programs,  and  a  lecture  hall  seating  200. 
Tutwiler  Hall  provides  an  additional  modern  campus  residence  for  102  girls.  It  is  character- 
ized by  two  beautifully  appointed  reception  halls  and  a  number  of  date  parlors.  The  base- 
ment is  given  over  to  a  large  recreation  room.  Reynolds  Hall  has  been  converted  into  a  Col- 
lege Union  Building.    By  this  change  the  building   has  become  the  center  of    student    life.

WITH    A    PURPOSE 


LIBRARY  AND  LAB— In  the  hush  of  the  library  reading  room,  or  in  the  science 
laboratories,  the  campus  visitor  senses  the  serious,  purposeful  air  with  which 
the  Alabama  College  student  goes  about  her  daily  schedule.  The  library, 
which  houses  more  than  42,000  volumes  and  receives  regularly  some  300 
periodicals,  is  a  center  of  culture,  and  the  stronghold  of  basic  liberal  arts 
training.  Much  new  equipment  has  recently  been  added  for  students  in  the 
physical  sciences. 


The  great  organ  in  Palmer  Auditorium,  purchased 
at  a  cost  of  $50,000,  is  an  asset  of  which  the 
entire  College  community  is  particularly  proud. 
Its  deep  strong  chords  welcorre  the  freshman  to 
her  first  convocation,  and  to  its  measured  cadence 
she    marches    in    cap    and    gown    four    years    later.
